suggested and it reeme to us that 
if it ig carried into effect in the 
spirit in which itis recommended

There ia no part of the British 
Empire which basso anestisisctory 
a standard of living for the work- 
ing olessea ra the United King- 
dom iteelf, and we believe 
that, notwithetanding the densely
